DEREGULATE 
NATURAL GAS 
One of the most important issues facing Congress when 
it reconvenes later this month is whether to deregulate 
the price of natural gas — which has b een set by federal 
fiat since 1964. The issue has far* reaching consequences 
for the nation: gas provides about 30 per cent of U.S. 
energy requirementss; more than half of American 
families heat their homes with it. 
The Senate recently passed a partial decontrol bill (S 
2310) which calls for deregulating the price of newly 
drilled natural gas on land as of April 5, and of newly 
drilled gas found offshore as of Jan. 1,1981. Although the 
bill doesn’t go as far as it should to encourage industry to 
produce gas, it is a step in the right direction. The House 
is scheduled to take up the bill shortly in what no doubt 
will be a heated debate. 
Giving a fresh urgency to the need to deregulate 
natural gas was President Ford’s decision a few days 
before Christmas to sign the energy policy bill served up 
by Congress. Some knowledgeable observers are con­ 
vinced that the measure will have drastic consequences 
for the U.S. oil industry and hence for the nation’s beed to 
become more energy independent. The bill rolls back the 
price of domestically produced oil and bars 
deregulationfor at least 40 months. 
“Ten years from now, President Ford’s signing of the 
new energy bill will be looked at as a turning point in the 
history of this country — as the time when the oil in­ 
dustry decided there was no longer any place for it in the 
United States,” says william Johnson, who was assistant 
to William Simon when Simon headed the Federal 
Energy Office. Johnson, now an economics professor and 
author, added in an interview with Scripps League 
Newspapers that his talks with top oil industry officials 
have convinced himthat they already are starting to 
implement one of two steps: curtailing domestic 
operations in favor of oil investment abroad; or getting 
out of oil altogether and investing instead in 
petrochemicals and other industries. 
Johnson, who also directed the Office of Energy and 
Natural Resources at the Treasury Department, says the 
last best hope of the nation is for the House to follow the 
Senate’s lead and deregulate natural gas. “If we get 
production of gas at a sufficiently high price, that will 
help bring the demand for oil down,” he says. 
We agree. And we fervently hope the House of 
Representatives follows die Senate’s lead and passes the 
natural gas bill.

SALT TALKS: 
KEEP KISSINGER HOME 
Secretary of State Kissinger should not be going to 
Moscow next month to continue SALT talks with the 
Soviets. 
There are two main reasons why we say this. First, Dr. 
Kissinger is not the . man to negotiate any more arms 
agreements with the Soviet Union. His record to date has 
been a disaster. To get his first treaty, he accepted 
ambiguous language and settled for “unilateral U.S. 
statements” of interpretation which may have satisfied 
the U.S. Congress but which did not bind the Russians— 
at least not in their eyes. Having done that, he now in­ 
dignantly quibbles with those who charge Soviet 
violations by arguing the strictly legalistic view that the 
soveits have been technically within their rights to use 
the SALT loopholes which he, Kissinger, negotiated in 
order to gain further strategic military advantage over 
the United states.The whole argument over whether the 
Soviets have or have not cheated on SALT is in fact 
beside the point. The only point that matters is that 
Russia has not been deterred by the first SALT treaty 
from increasing her lead over the United States in 
strategic arms. Kissinger must bear the primary 
responsibility for this. 
The second reason for calling off the trip is that the 
U.S. will be negotiating with a hand of extra ordinary 
weakness. How can Kissinger or any one else speak 
firmly 
to the Soviets in the light of the Kennedy 
Amendment in the Senate to close down our one 
remaining ABM installation at grand Forks, North 
Dakota? By this action the U.S. unilaterally altered the 
SALT treaty in Moscow’s favor. The Senate voted to toss 
nearly $6 billion in research ami production on an ABM 
system down the drain and got nothing from Russia in 
return. 
Until the U.S. people — perhaps through their votes 
next November — determine whether they want to 
continue a detente policy that is handing the soviet Union 
one political and military advantage after another, the 
question of another SALT agreement should be put on 
ict.

presidential candidates have

their 
quadrennial 
scramble for Hollywood stars to 
brighten up their campaigns. 
Since the candidates are a 
lackluster lot, they may be more 
eager than usual to find some 
glamor to excite the voters. 
Sargent Shriver, who is 
running behind in the popularity 
polls, is out front in the race for 
stars. He has induced more than 
100 celebrities to climb aboard 
his 
stalled 
bandwagon, 
in­ 
cluding Lauren Bacall, James 
Caan, Carol Channing, Cloris 
Leachman, Paul Newman, 
Mark 
Slade 
and 
Joanne 
Woodward. 
Ronald Reagan, himself a 
former actor, has an inside 
track in Hollywood. He has 
recruited 
such 
Hollywood 
stalw arts as John Wayne, 
Jimmy 
Stewart 
and 
Lloyd 
Nolan. 
Fred Harris, the populist from 
Oklahoma, 
is claiming the 
support of Carroll O’Connor and 
Dennis Weaver. 
Henry “Scoop" Jackson, the 
Senator from Washiington, has 
landed Bonanza’s Lome Greene, 
with a supporting cast of lesser 
luminaries. 
Alabama’s 
Gov. 
George 
Wallace has rounded up a few 
country and Western strars. 
Most of the other candidates, 
like Sen. Birch Bayh, D-Ind., 
have been inquiring quietly how 
to go about lining up stars. 
One 
of 
President 
Ford’s 
backers 
also 
acknowledged 
lamely: "We don’t have anyone 
big yet.” 
In contrast, his predecessor, 
Richard Nixon, just about had 
Hollywood locked up four years 
ago. We can now tell how he did 
it. 
To win the favor of the 
movieland 
brass, 
Nixon 
characteristically ^promised 


special tax relief for Hollywood. 
As early as April 5,1971, he met 
with 
the 
industry’s 
top 
executives who, accoiding to a 
confidential memo, "pleaded for 
some sort of tax relief.” The 
President agreed to "take a 
look.” 
Not long afterward, the 
Internal Revenue Service gave 
the movie industry a multi- 
million-dollar tax break. 
A 
Nixon aide immediately began 
to recruit stars on the basis, as a 
memo puts it, of "what the 
President has done for the film 
industry." 
There was also some Nixon- 
style arm twisting. A popular 
Canadian rock singer, 
who 
wanted to become a 
U.S. 
resident, was offered an im­ 
migration waive- if he would 
come out for Richard Nixon. 
An extraordinary effort was 
made to bring Sammy Davis, 
Jr., 
into the Nixon camp. 
Sammy wanted a diplomatic 
passport or, at least, a White 
House appointment Finally, an 
appointment was promised to a 
presidential commission. 
Thereafter, the Nixon cam­ 
paign spent thousands of dollars 
to fly Davis in style wherever he 
would appear for Nixon 
Perhaps the most spectacular 
Nixon effort began with a plot to 
capitalize on Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger’s celebrated 
power 
of persuasion. 
Ali 
McGraw was supposed to lure 
Kissinger, then a bachelor, to 
Hollywood to whisper pro-Nixon 
sentiments into toe ears of the 
stars. 
"We 
should ask Henry," 
suggested a Nixon campaign 
memo, "to say something like, 
'It would make me very happy if 
you could see your way clear to 
help re-elect President Nixoa”’ 
Unfortunately for the plotters, 
a foreign crisis intervened, and 
Kissingert had to fly off to 
Peking. Kit die party was held 
anyway, with Pat Nixon doing 
the whispering. 
Many of the stars, who were 
pressured to support Nixon, are 


still in a holding pattern this 
year. In a chat with our reporter 
Mike Viner, 
Sammy Davis 
summed up the prevailing at­ 
titude in Hollywood 
“ I’m 
going to stay in­ 
dependent,” said the singer. 
“I’m good friends with the 
Fords. But this time, I’m not 
backing anyone.” 
Dean Martin leans toward 
Reagan but is in no hurry to 
announce formally. Danny 
Thomas praised the courage of 
George Wallace but backed 
away from an outright en­ 
dorsement. And Charhon Heston, 
who declared for Nixon in 1972, 
is doubtftil as of now whether 
he’ll endorse anyone.

U.S. POSTAL EXPERIMENT 
A FAILURE? 
The U.S. Postal Service is at a 
crossroads, and the American 
people—through their elected 
re p re s e n ta tiv e s 
in 
Congress—soon will be faced 
with a decision: 
.Whether to return to the old 
days of a cabinet-level depar­ 
tment whose growing losses 
would be underwritten by the 
taxpayers but with all services 
preserved, such as little-used 
rural post offices and Saturday 
deliveries. 
.Or whether to allow business 
management more freedom to 
bring postal expenses and rates 
more in line, with hoped-for cost 
reductions multiplying once a 
bulk mail system is in place and 
computers are helping to 
organize mail routes. 
The harbinger of such a 
decision is the fact that 
Americans may still use a 10- 
cent stamp to said an ounce of 
first-class mail—much to the 
distress of postal officials. 
Day in Court 
Instead of beginning to take in 
$7 million a day of added 
revenues that were designed to 
reduce a growing postal deficit, 
• lawyers representing the Postal 
Service are getting ready for a 
day in court. They will seek to 
defend a boost to 13 cents an 
ounce for first class mail, 
originally scheduled to begin 
Sunday, 
and higher special 
delivery and other fees due on 
Jan. 3. 
Commentator 
Jam es 
J. 
Kilpatrick, who supported the 
changeover from an executive 
branch department to an in­ 
dependent service, said recently 
the postal operation was never 
given a real chance to prove 
what a private enterprise 
orientation could produce. In 
any event, he said sadly, it has 
failed and he called on his fellow 
Americans to correct an error 
by bringing the Post Office back 
under direct government con­ 
trol. 
3 Cents for Storage 
Comedian Bob Hope, in his 
Christmas television special, 
quipped that the new 13-cent 
rate involved only 10 cents for 
mail delivery plus three extra 
cents for storage charges. 
There have been a number of 
highly 
critical 
newspaper 
editorials 
about 
the Po6tal 
Service recently, and some 
members of Congress have been 
angered by announcements that 
some post offices may be closed 
and that Saturday residential 
deliveries could be halted. 
“They Hate Us” 
Cynicism 
about the Postal 
Service is everywhere. “They 
just 
hate 
us,” 
said 
one 
management worker recently, 
recalling trips to various cities 
and 
talks 
with 
American 
citizens about mail service. 
Thus, the conclusion being 
reached by many people is that 
an experiment has failed, after 
just 4 > 2 years of trying. Indeed, 
the House passed legislation this 
year that would force the Postal 
Service to send all its revenues 
to the Treasury and to seek 
approval for spending—in ef­ 
fect, a return to the days when 
postal management could not 
act independently. 
Concern Growing 
Although the Senate is not 
expected to follow this drastic 
course, the House action made it 
clear that concern is growing on 
Capitol 
Hill 
about 
the 
capabilities of Postal Service 
management. 
The U.S. Court of Appeals has 
scheduled oral arguments fa* 
today on a Postal Service appeal 
of U.S. District Court Judge 
John J. Sirica’s recent ruling 
that postal management didn’t 
follow the letter of the law in 
drawing up its new rates. 
Postal management, he said 
improperly submitted higher 
rate proposals to the in­ 
dependent Postal Rate Com­ 
mission without having proper 
approval of the Postal Service’s 
own board of governors. 
Technical Matter 
It is a technical matter, since 
the board had approved the total 
amount involved but not the 
specific charges for each class 
of mail. Postal rates may be 
increased on a temporary basis 
90 days after higher rates are 
proposed to the Postal Rate 
Commission, and the charges 
that were due to begin Sunday 
were to be on a temporary basis 
pending a final decision. 


I Until a court rules otherwise, 
however, Sirica’* decision 
stand* and the higher postal 
charges are illegal, even on a 
temporary basis. 
Losing Battle 
Sirica’s action, in a case filed 
by third-class mail user», could 
not have came at a worse time 
for the increasingly beleaguered 
Postal Service management, 
which has been waging a losing 
bottle to date in efforts to prove 
that 
a 
corporation-style 
operation is superior to the late 
but little loved Past Office 
Department. 
Moreover the current court 
case represents little more than 
a delay in postal rate increases 
that can be expected to continue 
for some time to come, given 
recent inflation, Irig fixed costs 
for the postal operation and 
reduced maM business. 
Up to 2$ Cents? 
Postmaster 
General 
Ben­ 
jamin F. Bailar said recently 
the cost of mailing a letter could 
go up to 23 cents an ounce by 
1986. 
Questioned at a congressional 
hearing about projections that 
the letter rate could go up to IS 
cents or 17 cents by 1977 and 23 
cents by 1980, Bailar said, "If all 
the present circumstances 
continue, including the rate of 
inflation, that could happen." 
This is not exactly the 
situation that Bailar hoped to 
find himself in nearly one year 
after taking over from the 
much-criticized 
Elm er 
T. 
Klassen. 
At the same time, Bailar 
emphasized in an interview, he 
is not ready to give up 
Fewer Complaints 
For one thing, he said, ob­ 
jective evidence ppints to im­ 
proved U.S. 
postal service. 
Statistics show fewer customer 
complaints and more rapid mail 
delivery over the past year. In 
the last fiscal year, 4.4 billion 
more letters were handled by 
39,000 fewer employes con- 
pared with 1970. 
But in fiscal 1975, it took an 
average of 1.56 days to deliver a 
first-class letter anywhere in the 
country compared with 1.63 
days in the last year of the Post 
Office Department. In fact, the 
delivery 
rate 
improved 
throughout the recent fiscal 
year and was down to 1.49 days 
by June 30. 
Minimum Service 
As for customer complaints, 
Bailar said the Postal Service is 
now receiving 22,000 cards a 
week including requests for 
information, 
complaints and 
other problems. A year ago, 
under a somewhat different 
system, the Postal Service was 
receiving 33,000 a week. 
More important, however, is 
the Postal Service’s growing 
financial crisis and the ability to 
provide the minimum levels of 
service. 
The Postal Service has lost 
money every year since being 
formed in mid-1971 and will lose 
more in the current fiscal 
year—an estimated $1.4 billion if 
new rates had gone into effect 
Sunday and up to $2.6 billion 
without the higher charges. 
Tax Subsidies 


Last year, the Postal Service 
loot anothor $1 billion, and none 
of 
these 
figures 
reflect 
congressionally 
mandated 
taxpayer subsidies for con­ 
tinuation of normally un­ 
profitable operations 
(91.S 
billion to the last fiscal year). 
To finance the Postal Service, 
some $1.5 billion will be 
borrowed in the current year, 
including OHO million for capital 
projects, 
$500 million for 
operating expenses and $200 
million to retire ok) debts. 
"I wish we could focus more . 
on service,” said Bailar, "but 
the financial problem is so 
critical and pervasive, 
it 
dominates 
management 
at­ 
tention.” 
Solution Difficult 
There is no way, Bailar 
contended, that the recent string 
of postal deficits can continue, 
and therefore it is necessary to 
look at any cost reductions 
possible, he said. 
However, with payrolls ac­ 
counting for some K per cent of 
ali expenses, with many of the 
Postal Service’s 700,000 em­ 
ployes working under no layoff 
contracts, with the current loss 
of more than a penny for each 
piece of mail being delivered, 
and with a recent decline in mail 
volume that to expected to 
continue, a solution will be 
difficult

THE MACHIAVELLI PLAN

WASHINGTON -The question 
of whether or not the United 
States should finance political 
parties abroad through the CIA 
doesn’t seem to be a problem to 
the Administration. The only 
debate to about what parties' 
should 
receive 
the 
money. 
Rumor has it that the CIA plans 
to give $6 million to the Christian 
Democrats in Italy to make sure 
the Communists don’t get 
elected But there are some 
people in Washington who feel 
that now that the cat is out of the 
bag, the contribution could be" 
counterproductive. 
One of them to my friend 
Giulio Machiavelli who knows 
the political situation in Italy as 
well as anybody. 
“I think we should give money 
to a political party in Italy only 
if we’re certain it will produce 
results.” 
"You mean to the Christian 
Democrats?" I said. 
“No, I mean to the Italian 
Communist Party. ’’ 
"Have you gone mad?” I said 
to Machiavelli. "Why would we 
give money to the Italian 
Communist Party?” 
"It’s very simple. If the CIA 
hands over the funds to the 
Italian 
Communist 
Party, 
everyone will say the Com­ 
munists in Italy work for the 
CIA and the center parties will 
win toe election." 
"But that’s Machiavellian," I 
told my friend. "The American 
people would never stand for it.” 
"Neither would the Italians,” 
Machiavelli said. "Look, right 
now every political party but the 
Communists are tainted in Italy 
because it to widely believed 
their politicians are on the CIA 
payroll. The only way we can 
reverse this to by putting the 
Communists on the payroll and 
cutting off everyone else.” 
"But you can’t cut off noo- 
Communtot politicians from CIA 
funds,” I protested "The Right, 
the Center and the Non- 
Communist Left depend on that 
money for their own personal 
expenses. They have villas to 
pay off new cars to buy, Swiss 


bank accounts to keep up. You 
can’t take money out of their 
pockets just to defeat the 
Communists.” 
“Ah, but that’s just the point," 
Machiavelli said. "They won’t 
be cut off. When the Soviets find 
out the CIA is supporting the 
Communist Party in Italy, the, 
KGB will have no choice but to 
support 
the 
Christian 
Democrats. If we’re to believe 
our government, the Soviets 
pour in a lot more money for an 
election in a foreign' country 
than the Americans do and, 
therefore, 
the 
Christian 
Democrats will have more funds 
to salt away for themselves than 
when they were financed by the 
CIA.” 
“It’s an interesting proposal,” 
I said “But what happens if the 
CIA financing to so successful 
the Communists win in Italy?” 
“There to very little chance of 
that happening. In almost all 
cases whichever ride the CIA 
supports to an election loses. But 
we must make sire that there to 
a great deal of publicity that the 
Communists to Italy are being 
financed 
by 
the 
Central 
Intelligence Agency." 
“How would you publicize 
something like that?" 
“We’d get Director William 
Colby to brief a congressional 
watchdog committee to secret 
session that the CIA was going to 
give $6 million to the Italian 
Communist Party.

DEREGULATE 
NATURAL GAS 
One of the most important issues facing Congress when 
it reconvenes later this month is whether to deregulate 
the price of natural gas — which has b een set by federal 
fiat since 1954. The issue has far- reaching consequences 
for the nation: gas provides about 30 per cent of U.S. 
energy requirementss; more than half of American 
families heat their homes with it. 
The Senate recently passed a partial decontrol bill (S 
2310) which calls for deregulating the price of newly 
drilled natural gas on land as of April 5, and of newly 
drilled gas found offshore as of Jan. 1, 1981. Although the 
bill doesn’t go as far as it should to encourage industry to 
produce gas, it is a step in the right direction. The House 
is scheduled to take up the bill shortly in what no doubt 
will be a heated debate. 
Giving a fresh urgency to the need to deregulate 
natural gas was President Ford’s decision a few days 
before Christmas to sign the energy policy bill served up 
by Congress. Some knowledgeable observers are con­ 
vinced that the measure will have drastic consequences 
for the U.S. oil industry and hence for the nation’s beed to 
become more energy independent. The bill rolls back the 
price 
of 
dom estically 
produced 
oil 
and 
bars 
deregulationfor at least 40 months. 
“Ten years from now, President Ford’s signing of the 
new energy bill will be looked at as a turning point in the 
history of this country — as the time when the oil in­ 
dustry decided there was no longer any place for it in the 
United States," says william Johnson, who was assistant 
to William Simon when Simon headed the Federal 
Energy Office. Johnson, now an economics professor and 
author, added in an interview with Scripps League 
Newspapers that his talks with top oil industry officials 
have convinced himthat they already are starting to 
implement one of two steps: 
curtailing domestic 
operations in favor of oil investment abroad; or getting 
out 
of 
oil 
altogether 
and 
investing 
instead 
in 
petrochemicals and other industries. 
Johnson, who also directed the Office of Energy and 
Natural Resources at the Treasury Department, says the 
last best hope of the nation is for the House to follow the 
Senate’s lead and deregulate natural gas. “If we get 
production of gas at a sufficiently high price, that will 
help bring the demand for oil down," he says.

And we fervently hope the House of 
Representatives follows the Senate’s lead and passes the 
natural gas bill.

KEEP KISSINGER HOME 
Secretary of State Kissinger should not be going to 
Moscow next month to continue SALT talks with the 
Soviets. 

First, Dr 
Kissinger is not the . man to negotiate any more arms 
agreements with the Soviet Union His record to date has 
been a disaster To get his first treaty, he accepted 
ambiguous language and settled for “unilateral U.S.

dignantly quibbles with 
those who charge Soviet

The second reason for calling off the trip is that the 
U.S. will be negotiating with a hand of extra ordinary 
weakness How can Kissinger or any one else speak

U.S. POSTAL EXPERIMENT 
A FAILURE'’ 
The U S Postal Service is at a 
crossroads, and the American 
people through their elected 
r e p r e s e n ta tiv e s 
in 
Congress—soon will be faced 
with a decision: 
Whether to return to the old 
days of a cabinet-level depar­ 
tment whose growing losses 
would be underwritten by the 
taxpayers but with all services 
preserved, such as little-used 
rural post offices and Saturday 
deliveries 
.Or whether to allow business 
management more freedom to 
bring postal expenses and rates 
more in line, with hoped-for cost 
reductions multiplying once a 
bulk mail system is in place and 
com puters 
are 
helping 
to 
organize mail routes 
The harbinger 
of such a 
decision 
is 
the 
fact 
that 
Americans may still use a 10- 
cent stamp to send an ounce of 
first-class m ail-m uch to the 
distress of postal officials 
Day in Court 
Instead of beginning to take in 
«7 
million a day of added 
revenues that were designed to 
reduce a growing postal deficit, 
lawyers representing the Postal 
Service are getting ready for a 
day in court They will seek to 
defend a boast to 13 cents an 
ounce 
for first 
class 
mail, 
originally scheduled to begin 
Sunday, 
and 
higher special 
delivery and other fees due on 
Jan 3. 
Com m entator 
Jam es 
J. 
Kilpatrick, who supported the 
changeover from an executive 
branch department to an in­ 
dependent service, said recently 
the postal operation was never 
given a real chance to prove 
what a 
private enterprise 
orientation could produce 
In 
any event, he said sadly, it has 
failed and he called on his fellow 
Americans to correct an error 
by bringing the Post Office back 
under direct government con­ 
trol 
3 Cents for Storage 
Comedian Bob Hope, in his 
Christmas television special, 
quipped that the new 13-cent 
rate involved only 10 cents for 
mail delivery plus three extra 
cents for storage charges 
There have been a number of 
highly 
critical 
newspaper 
editorials 
about 
the 
Postal 
Service 
recently, 
and 
some 
members of Congress have been 
angered by announcements that 
some post offices may be closed 
and that Saturday residential 
deliveries could be halted. 
"They Hate Us" 
Cynicism 
about the Postal 
Service is everywhere "They 
just 
hate 
u s." 
said 
one 
management worker recently, 
recalling trip« to various cities 
and 
talks 
with 
American 
citizens about mail service 
Thus, the conclusion being 
reached by many people is that 
an experiment has failed, after 
just 4 ‘s years of trying Indeed, 
the House passed legislation this 
year that would force the Postal 
Service to send all its revenues 
to the Treasury and to seek 
approval for spending—in ef­ 
fect. a return to the days when 
postal management could not 
act independently 
Concern Growing 
Although the Senate ts not 
expected to follow this drastic 
course, the House action made it 
clear that concern is growing on 
Capitol 
Hill 
about 
the 
capabilities of Postal Service 
management. 
The U S Court of Appeals has 
scheduled oral arguments for 
today on a Postal Service appeal 
of U S. District Court Judge 
John J Sirica's recent ruling 
that postal management didn’t 
follow the letter of the law in 
drawing up its new rates 
Postal management, he said 
improperly 
submitted higher 
rate 
proposals to the 
in­ 
dependent Postal Rate Com­ 
mission without having proper 
approval of the Postal Service’s 
own board of governors 
Technical Matter 
It is a technical matter, since 
the board had approved the total 
amount involved but not the 
specific charges for each class 
of mail Postal rates may be 
increased on a temporary basis 
90 days after higher rates are 
proposed to the Postal Rate 
Commission, and die charges 
that were due to begin Sunday 
were to be on a temporary basts 
pending a final decision 


Until a court rules otherwise, 
however, 
S irica's 
decision 
stand* and the higher postal 
charges are illegal, even on a 
temporary basis 
Losing Battle 
Sirica's action, in a c u e Tiled 
by third-class mail users, could 
not have come at a worse time 
for the increasingly beleaguered 
Postal 
Service 
management, 
which has been waging a losing 
battle to date in efforts to prove 
that 
a 
corporation style 
operation is superior to the late 
but little loved Past Office 
Department 
Moreover the current court 
case represents little more than 
a delay in postal rate increases 
that can be expected to continue 
for some time to come, given 
recent inflation, high fixed costs 
for the postal operation and 
reduced mail business 
Up to23 Cents? 
Postmaster 
General 
Ben­ 
jamin F, Bailar said recently 
the cost of mailing a letter could 
go up to 23 cents an ounce by 
1900. 
Questioned at a congressional 
hearing about projections that 
the letter rate could go up to 15 
cents or 17 cents by 1977 and 23 
cents by 1980. Bailar said. "If all 
the 
present 
circum stances 
continue, including the rate of 
inflation, that could happen " 
This is 
not exactly 
the 
situation that Bailar hoped to 
find himself in nearly one year 
after taking over from the 
m uch-criticized 
E lm er 
T 
Klassen. 
At the same time, Bailar 
emphasized in an interview, he 
is not ready to give up 
Fewer Complaints 
For one thing, he said, ob­ 
jective evidence ppints to im­ 
proved 
US 
postal 
service 
Statistics show fewer customer 
complaints and more rapid mail 
delivery over the past year In 
the last fiscal year, 4 4 billion 
more letters were handled by 
39,000 fewer employes com­ 
pared with 1970 
But in fiscal 1975, it took an 
average of 1 56 days to deliver a 
first-class letter anyw here in the 
country compared with 
163 
days in the last year of the Post 
Office Department In fact, the 
delivery 
rate 
im proved 
throughout 
the recent fiscal 
year and was down to 1.49 days 
by June 30 
Minimum Service 
As for customer complaints, 
Bailar said the Postal Service is 
now receiving 22.000 cards a 
week 
including requests for 
information, 
complaints 
and 
other problems. A year ago. 
under a 
somewhat different 
system, the Postal Service was 
receiving 33,000 a week 
More important, however, is 
the Postal Service’s growing 
financial crisis and the ability to 
provide the minimum levels of 
service 
The Postal Service has lost 
money every year since being 
formed in mid-1971 and will lose 
more in the current 
fiscal 
year—an estimated «1 4 billion if 
new rates had gone into effect 
Sunday and up to «26 billion 
w ithout the higher charges 
Tax Subsidies 


Last year, the Postal Service 
lost another «1 billion, and none 
of 
these 
figures 
reflect 
congressionally 
m andated 
taxpayer 
subsidies 
for con­ 
tinuation 
of 
norm ally 
un­ 
profitable 
operations 
(It 5 
billion in the last fiscal year). 
To finance the Postal Service, 
some «15 
billion will 
be 
borrowed in the current year, 
including «800 million for capital 
projects, 
«500 
million 
for 
operating expenses and «200 
million to retire old debts 
"1 wish we could focus more . 
on service," said Bailar. "but 
the financial problem is so 
critical 
and 
pervasive, 
it 
dominates 
management 
at­ 
tention." 
Solution Difficult 
There 
is 
no way, 
Bailar 
contended, that the recent string 
of postal deficits can continue, 
and therefore it is necessary to 
look at any cost reductions 
possible, he said 
However, with payrolls ac­ 
counting for some 85 per cent of 
all expenses, with many of the 
Postal Service’s 700,000 em ­ 
ployes working under no layoff 
contracts, with the current loss 
of more than a penny for each 
piece of mail being delivered, 
and with a recent decline in mail 
volume that 
is expected to 
continue, a solution will be

"Have you gone mad’’" I said 
to MachiaveUi. "Why would we

to the

"It's very simple If the CIA 
hands over the funds to the 
Italian 
Communist 
P arty , 
everyone will say the Com 
mumsts in Italy work for the 
CIA and the center parties will 
win the election " 
"But that’s Machiavellian." I

The American 
people would never stand for it." 
"Neither would the Italians,"

Christ­ 
opher S. Bond’s proposed $2.6 
billion budget, and at least one 
said he would attempt to re­ 
duce the governor’s total fig­ 
ure. 
Bond addressed a Joint ses­ 
sion of the General Assembly 
Wednesday with what he called 
a "carefully balanced budget." 
Bond recommended general 
tax expenditures for the year 
beginning in July of f 1.2 billion. 
He said there is no tax increase 
needed for the state now or in 
the foreseeable future under his 
proposed spending plan. 
Sen. Norman MerreU, D-Mon- 
ticello, disagreed with Bond's 
assessment of his own budget, 
maintaining the total figure 
was too high for the state's fi- 
nancually hardpressed mone­ 
tary resources. 
"The state cannot afford such 
an elaborate budget," MerreU, 
chairman of the Senate Appro­ 
priations Committee, said. 
He said he wiU urge his com­ 
mittee to cut back on the total 
expenditure Bond suggested, 
ami would propaM a shift in 
budgetary priorities.

"(1) Dexter High School 
reflects the deires of the com­ 
munity and adequately meets 
the needs of the students; (2) 
Dexter High School exemplifies 
the characteristics of the better 
high schools which are members 
of NCA; ($) the maintenance 
and improvement of Dexter 
High School for the future is 
important to the continued 
economic and cultural growth of 
the Dexter community; (4) the 
present excellence of Dexter 
High School is a product of past 
stable and aggressive leader­ 
ship at both the district and 
school levels, the presence of a 
unified and dedicated in­ 
structional staff and uniformly 
solid community support.” 
The visiting evaluation team 
of 10 representatives from 
college campuses, three State 
Department 
of 
Education 
representatives 
and 
14 
professionals from other NCA 
public schools, spent two and a 
half days at Dexter High School 
last fall. 
Four areas of concern in­ 
dicated cited by the evaluators 
were that: students may not be 
receiving adequate vocational 
training; too few students are 
taking foreign languages; space 
is limited for school counseling;
